Sandra Six ran hot and cold as 


the lead in “Sorry, Wrong Num- 
ber,” the MPC matinee series pre- 
sentation held Wednesday Oct. 30 
in the Little Theater. The Lucille 
Fletcher play was the second in 
the afternoon series. 


Miss Six got tangled in her own 
histrionics in the earlier moments 
of the chiller and slightly over- 
acted an easily overdone role. She 
appeared as an invalid who over- 
hears a murder plot on her tele- 
phone and slowly realizes that she 
is the intended victim. 


Part of the invalid calls for a 
great deal of emotional thesping 
as she desperately tries to get help 
in an agonizingly hopeless series 
of calls. Part also demands a blend 
of nastiness by the lead to get 
home the reason for her planned 
murder. Here was Miss Six’s fail- 
ing; she just wasn’t nasty enough. 


High point of Miss Six’s chore 
was the clincher that saw her bru- 
tally strangled by the killer as a 
train roars past outside. Here she 
catapulted herself into a frenzy of 
fear and scored well. 


Director Jim Kohout steered his 
cast, including himself in an ex- 
plosive turn as the murderer,

Korean Student 


Speaks Proudly 
Of Homeland

“My country was established as 
a monarchy 4290 years ago, but it 
is now a democracy—the Republic 
of Korea,’ Sung Duck Park said 
proudly. Park whose home and 
family are in Seoul, is one of sev- 
eral students from Korea who are 
attending college here. 

“Korean customs are changing 
rapidly,’ Park said, “But mostly 
in the cities. Country people still 
make marriage contracts when the 
two to be married are still children, 
but in the cities this is not done. 
Young people in the cities have 
much more freedom.” 

Unification Needed 

“Oriental nations, once devoted 
to spiritual development alone, 
now realize that material civiliza- 
tion is necessary to_ spiritual 
growth,” the young student ob- 
served. “Only a strong nation can 
afford to devote itself to the spirit- 
ual aspects.” 

“The people of Korea desire uni- 
fication above anything else, he 
said. The people of the north share 
this desire, but are unable to over- 
come Communist domination. 

The young Korean student won- 
ders how the Little Rock incident 
could happen in a democracy, but 
he was quick to agree that many 
millions of people cannot be con- 
demned for the bigotry of a few. 
He likes and admires Americans. 
“They work hard and when the 
work is done they play just as 
hard; they laugh a lot, but they 
also think a lot about serious mat- 
ters.” 

Progress 

Park is studying electrical en- 
gineering. Much of the old is giv- 
ing way to the new, he said, and 
there will be need for skilled peo- 
ple, especially in large cities like 
Seoul. The knowledge he gains in 
America might even be helpful in 
improving his father’s poultry busi- 
ness, Park said. 

“New and modern methods are 
being applied everywhere in my 
country.” 
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UT Brave Man or Just Political Fox?

John F. Kennedy was really on the spot two weeks ago. 

The young senator (D.-Mass.), chief presidential hopeful 
for ’60 in the Democratic ranks, was scheduled to speak before 
Mississippi Young Democrats at Jackson. 

To aggravate the situation, the Mississippi Republican 
chairman had challenged him, via the press, to state his views 
on integration when he spoke. 

Here is what he said, as reported 
by TIME: 

“T accept the challenge. You who 
have been gracious enough to in- 
vite me here realize that we do not 
see eye to eye in all national is- 
sues. I have no hesitancy in telling 
the Republican chairman ... that 


I accept the Supreme Court deci- 
sion as the supreme law of the 
land. I know that we do not all 
agree on that issue, but I think 
most of us do agree on the neces- 
sity of upholding law and order in 
every part of the land.” 

Kennedy paused; for a brief, 
desperate moment there was si- 
lence. Then Kennedy quickly 
added: “And now I challenge the 
Republican chairman to tell us 
where he stands on Eisenhower 
and Nixon!” The crowd came to 
its feet, alive, roaring, and stomp- 
ing its approval: Jack Kennedy 
had won it by his own display of 
courage and by turning all good 


Democrats against the ‘odious” 
Republicans. 

But was it courage, or just good 
politics? 

Kennedy’s best selling book, 


“Profiles in Courage,’ gives us his 
own views on political integrity. 

A surprisingly well-written work, 
it is a collection of outstanding ex- 
amples of courage and integrity 
displayed by U.S. Senators down 
through the years. In dramatic and 
interesting style, Kennedy tells, 
among others, of: 

—John Quincy Adams, who suf- 
fered because he constantly stood 
for what he belived rather than 
vote as his party leaders told him; 

—Daniel Webster, who knew he 
would be crucified politically for 
his 1850 compromise, but, to save 
the nation, made it anyway; and, 

—Edmond G. Ross, who cast the 
vote which swung the Senate to a 
“not guilty’ decision on the im- 
peachment of Pres. Andrew John- 
son and was forever banished from 
his party for it. 

Then Kennedy, glowing in his 
praise of these individualists, tells 
us why he thought they acted as 
they did: 

“Tt was not because they ‘loved 
the public better than themselves.’

““Courage was stronger,” he said 


On the contrary it was precisely 
because they did love them- 
selves—because each one’s need to 
maintain his own respect for him- 
self was more important to him 
than his popularity with others— 
because his desire to win or main- 
tain a reputation for integrity and 
courage was stronger than his de- 
sire to maintain his office—because 
his faith that his course was the 
best one, and ultimately would be 
vindicated, outweighed his fear of 
public reprisal.” 

Poor Jack Kennedy. 

To know, as he so learnedly out- 
lines above, what it is and means 
to have integrity and self-respect, 
and then to fall into the pit of po- 
litical trickery. 

Granted, it took courage to stand 
before a Mississippi audience and 
speak in favor of the Supreme 
Court, but when he met with si- 
lence from his audience, Kennedy 
fell. 

He used the old propaganda 
standby, the transfer device. He 
tried, somewhat. self-consciously, 
to save his political neck. TIME 
seems to think he did. Did he? 

Will people choose a man for 
President who puts his desire for 
office above his personal integrity? 
Most of us who are junior college 
students now will be voting in the 
60 election. What do you want, 
motivation or courage? 

Read “Profiles in Courage,” Ken- 
nedy’s own book, then decide. 
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Darla Rode, who recently had a 
role in Triad ’57, played in a movie 
when she was ten years old. She 
shared honors with Jeannette Mac- 
Donald, Claude Jarman Jr. and 
Lassie in a movie titled, “The Sun 
Comes Up.” 

Maria Baird will be missed on 
campus; she is now a faculty mem- 
ber at Army Language School. 
Maria regretted having to give up 
her classes, “especially English,” 
but she could not pass up the op- 
portunity to teach Spanish at ALS.
